of 20,868 children between' the ases of 12 and 
14 from working part time during the school 
Iktenn, No child under 18 years ol ago would 
me permitted to work in any of the so-called 
ttaiardous Industries (mines, quarries, sniel- 
MBrs, foundries, forging shops, etc.). 

Obviously, thli proposed bill la one more 
Eitep In the profesalonal program to restrict 
completely all youth from work opportunity 
experience up to the ige_Df IS.
